ro it ſelfe, and the apprehenſion of themto pur them in 

' execution. Andalthough it be a potentia or faculty of a li- 
mited power, yet ſo greatis it's capacity, and of that ample- 
neſſe and ableneſſe ro receive and containe, that it ſeemerh 
infinite, for let a man know neuer ſo much, yet can he not 
fill vp his knowledge.

Theanſwere hereunto is, that 
our good God ginethvnto one" ( ing to his ſtate 
and calling) that which is for him. The Subie& who 
bath one to rule and. goterne him, hath 'nced of one to 
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miniſter juſtice vnto him, 'to conſerue hinrin peace, and ta 
make ſuch prouiſion, that he may haue wherewith to cate, 
and the like.” Bura: King, who is to rule and goucrne, hath 
need of :wiſedome , which is the life and ſoulc of Kings, 
which ſuſtaincth the weight of a Kingdome, and withour 
which (be they neuerſo rich, neuer ſo powerfull) they (hall 
be as fit for gouernment, as a body wichout a head, or an 
head withoura ſovle: And as from the foule the Sences are 
 origined, and from char eſſence reſult your paſbons; fo in 
like fortfrom wiſedomereſulteth vnto King,and Kingdome, 
Wiſd,6:24. all thatgood and happinefle that can be delired, Rex fopt- 
ens, tabilimentum eft Cinitatis. A wiſe King u the vphol- 
ding ofthe people. And afoolilh King the ruine of his Sub- 
iets. You ſhall not name that Nation cither barbarous, or 
ciuill, which (where Kings were made bycleRion) did not 
make choice of a wiſe and prudent King. | 
tudg.s.8. In that generallDyer, whereall the Nations of Trees and 
* Plants mer, ſecing thar without Law, and without a King, 
they could not conſerue themſelucs in peace , and iuſtice; 
the firſt reſolution-rhey-tooke, was to chooſe a wiſe King.

No 
certainly. For the greatneſſe of a power or faculty confiſ- 
reth in it's operation, The Vaderfianding withous Intelli. 
gence, (like the Will-without Loue) ſeracs to little or no 
purpoſe. And itis doubted (as I toucht in the beginning) 
vpon which of theſe two porentias, or faculties, is thatarme 
and hand, whereby the ſoule it's moſt excellent 
workes ? ing- for himſelfe, thar ir 
is he thatin the kingdome of our ſoule doth ordaine,diſpoſe, 
and gouerne, The Will, ſhe faith, chat without hernothing 
is done. For as the Philoſophers tearmeit, Applicar poten.

Rationall ſoules, arc all of them 
equall and alike in their creation, andeſlentiall perfetion, 
though they differently difcoucr themſelues in ſome bodies, 
more then ; an regard 7a or not ſo 
diſpoſition Organs, and by conſequence, their 
ca AF come to be Noenced? and A Cconceipts 
of the one, to bee of a higher ſtraine: then the other. A 
man ſhall ſce more clearcly through a Chriſtall glaſſe,then 
that which is of a thicker and groſler mertall.

more reſtrition.and reſeruedneſſe, making choiſe of one,

ſcllours, with whom they | Communicate their 
grearer,and leffer affaires, and be cd by them in mar- 
tcrsof greater momenr;and ſuch as importe their own pro= 
per preſcruation, and the augmentation of their Kingdome, 
fuch as the Hiſtorians of H»guſtme paint forth vnto' vs, 
which kinde of courſe, the Princes beforggp ſince'his 
time have taken, and now at this preſent, d&. From, the 
pooreſt Plowman, tothe Porent'ſt Prince, from the meaneſt 
Shepheard, to the mightieſt Monarke, there is a neceffitic 
of this Counſaile. And in effe&, cuery one as hee can, 
(comformable ro- his ' Eſtate, and calling) maſt Conſult 
with his VVife, bis Sonne, his Friend, or himſclfe, (if his 
fortune afford him nota Companion, whom he may truſt, 
or make his Confident). How much dothit concerne Kings, 
who poſlefling ſuch great Eſtates,and being ſubie ro ſo 
many Accidents, haue necd of a- more: p and Com- 
plete 
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\ V plete Councel. Andnot any thing ſo much importeth chem 

bor the conſeruation;and augmentation of their Kingdomes, 
as to haue about them iuſt, prudent, & dif-intereſſed perſons, 
to aduiſe them with a great deale of faithtullneſſe, and loue, 
and with free libertic of Language to repreſentthe truth of 
that, which to them, and their Common-wealth, is moſt 


firringand convenient. VVho, forthis: purpoſe, are as ne. Plat.ix 7. 


ceſfarie as great treaſures, and mighty Arunes. That hol 
King Dawid, was more a fraid ofthe aduiſe of one wilc 
Counſcllour, which his ſon .465ſ/o/on bad with him, then 
of all the Men of Warre that followed him and his'for- 
tuncs. Pluterke, and CM riftole floute at Fortunc iti buſineſſes 
tharſucceede well, when men doe themſclues by 
good Counſell. And for this cauſe, they tiled Counſaile 
the cye, of thoſe things that are to come;becauſe of it's fore- 
ſight. And for that wee hauc treated hceretofore of the 
qualities of all fortes of Counſfailours, I now ſay; That 
with much dcliberation and - aduiſe, Kings are to make 
choiſe of rhoſe perſons, which are to aduiſe and Coun- 
faile them. For from their hitting or mifling the marke, 
reſulrerh the vniverſall good or ill, of the whole Kingdome. 

It is the common receiued opinion, That the matureft 
and ſoundeſt Counſaile, is tobe found in thoſe men, that 
are growne wiſe, by their Age,and experience, which is the 
naturall Daughter of Time, and the Mother of good Coun- 
file.

Wiſedome is the pray varo men, and-an- vnſported 
life, is old age. So the wiſeman renders it of vertuous 'olde 
men: Gales ſaith thatthey haue the facultie of aduiſing,and 
char of them wee- muſt 'aske Counſaile. ' God Commanded 
Moſer, that he Thould mate: choife of the Elders of _ 
'to gouernchis CDe'ſenibits Iſrael, qubs tw noſti, quo a 
ſenes fopel pg vnro me Lay i of the Elders _ 
Iſt acl, whomthou knoweſt'to' be the Elders ofthe people. 
Hoary«headed men ( accompanied with muchvertue,anap- 
proued life, ſoundneſſe of Religion; and much prudence)are 
thoſe that are worthy ro'giut Cordfaile;and thoſe which 
Kings are to make choyſe of for! their ſeruice. The Empe- 
rour Charles the fift faydie was: fit, that Princes ſhould be 
lerued by men that were learned and vertuous, and that the 
Coundaile 
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Counſaile, and companie of thoſe which were not ſo, were 
very preiudiciall and hurtfyll. Counſailoors likewiſe muſt be 
of that greatneſle of courageand magnanimitic,as may cor- 
reſpond withthe Dignitie royall. For Kings that haue not 
bad in themſglues ___ courage, haue ſtill honoured 
noble-tminded  Counſailours, whereas the contrary hauebin 
diſgraced. and degraded of their honours by Kings that were 
naturally magnanimous. For it is the condition of coward. 
ly hearts, and of baſe Counſailours ex cuerpo, yalma (asthey 
fay ) in body, and ſoule 3 to propoſe vnto their Kings baſe 
and vnw meanes,for the remedying of ſome miſchictes, 
whereon- others. follow, that are farre greater, And let 
them nor perſwade them, that this Age is barraine of ver- 
tuous diſpoſitions, and Noble mindes, which produceth,as 
well as former times, whatſoever is neceſſary and necedefull 
for them. For, the diuine prudence (to which particularly 

| incth the.conſeruation of kingdoms) is neuer drawen 
ry,neuer waxes: weary. And if ſach men arc wanting, and 
appcare nat to. the eye of the world, it is, becauſe they are 
. notſought after,or not admitted to Councell,for the chaſtiſe- 
ment and puniſhmentof our greatand heinous ſinnes. Be- 
ſides, this one benefit Kings haue aboue others,that all good 
men would be glad to ſerue them,and many do ſuc andſceke 
after them, and offer their ſeruice vntothem, So that,they 
haue ſtore of choiſc, and may calily make good elefion, if 
thercin they will ſtrip andcleanſe themſelues of their affeRi. 
ons, and paſſions, which Eclipſeand darken the true iudge- 
ment of man. And theſe, that{ now- ſpeake of, when they 
haue found them, and made choiſe of them to be of their 
Councell,; letthemloue them,honour them , and truſt them. 
And as {hall receive caſe and honour by their good 
| Aduiſe, So let ther reward them, and conceine of them, as 
king Alexander did of his Maſter, and Counſcllour Arifo- 
tle, of whom he ſaid;that he ought no [cficrefpeR vnto him, 
thenvnto his owne father. For from his father he had bis

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life, his honour,and his kingdome; . but from Arifocle, his 
Inſtrutions, Counſailes, and direftions, how he ſhould or. 
der himſelfe in all his affaires. And Scip#o, doth artribure all 
the honour of his ViRorics to his faithfull friend and Conn- 


ſellour Leliws. And Cicers,to the Philoſopher  Publiws,for lice 6.4. 


thoſe notable things of his goucrnment, which he perfor. 
med in his Conſullſhip : ſo that good and faithfall Coun- 
Filours, are of great honour, profir,and caſe vnto Kings. Bur 
let Kings take heede,leaſt they ſtrike a feare intotheir Coun. 
ſelours, through their abſolute and free:condition, and make 
- them to withdraw themſelues fromaduiling them what is 
fitting, by gone. them ſo wedded to their owne'opinien,and 
to excuſe themlelues from giuing Counſaile, for that they arc 
diſ-heartned & diſcountenanced by them for deliuering their 
mindes freely for their profit, & honour. Of the Emperour 
Aarian itis ſtoryed, that hee had ſo noble a condirion, Y; 
libenter patiebatur admoneri 4 corrigivel ab bumili perſona: 
That he willingly — | to be ous 
reproued of the meane n.Itis to e k 
& generous hearts,to liſten ad dah rorhe oc reabote 
& Counſailes of othets, though they be inferiour in qualitic 
vnto them: for ſometimes a poore man hits right, whena rich 
man tniſſesthe marke. - And a Country Clowne-may aduiſe 
that, which a king knowes not of. Andifhe do perſwadebim- 
ſelfe,that he knowethall,and vnderſtandethall, andthat his 
opinion alone is the certaineſt& ſureſt,he bur ſhuts the doore 
to the difcouery of his errour. One of the two things (faith-. 
Heſjod which cuery man of reaſon, wiſdoine, and ynderſtan- 
ding,'thar ſhall be ſufficient to goueme thar, which ſhall be 
committed to his charge,ought to have; is agreat blandure, 
fmoothneſle, and foftneſſe of heart, to follow'rthe opinion, 
aduiſe and Counſaile of thoſerhat are. the wilcſt know 
moſt.

If the 
King defireth to hae rhis.orthar thing paſſe, and for to au- 
thorize and qualifie this his defire, be craueth their Coun- 
ſell, howbeit heemeete with many which conforme theme 
ſelues thereunto,& follow his guſt and liking, yerſuch Coun- 
faile or aduicein ſuch a Caſc, ought to be cſtcemed as little ſe- 
curc,asthere is great reaſon for it to hold it ſuſpeed : Elpe- 
cially,if the forcſaid Counſailours, by ſome meancs or other 
come to haue an inckling, that this way the King isinclined, 
and this is that, which will give him content. And though 
we might as well out of Diuine;as Humane Letters cite heere 
many examples, for that rhisis aching ſo vſuall, and ſo well 
receiued both by Princes,and by Priuy-Counſailours; Or to 
ſpeake more truly and plainely,by thoſc,that ſooth,and flat- | 
ter them; I will oncly alleadge that, which paſſed with that 4 
vnfortunate King 44«bz whoourot his proud and haughty , c,,......, 
ſpirit, andthe defire that he hadto make warre,andro take a a 


his intent,or to ſay berrer his Content, to thoſe of bis coun- 
ſell. The buſineſſe was no ſooner in treatie , and the propo. 
ſition for the vndertaking ofthis aFtionpropoſed vnto them, 
but forthwith 400.Counſfailours with a ioynt conſent con- 
formed themſclues to his opinion. And roſooth vp this his 
humour the morc,oneamongſt the reſt bobb'd him in the 
mouth with an intollerable Lye,affirmingzthat God had re. 
rcaled vnto bim,that he ſhould hane the glorie of the day,& 
rhat the ſucceſſe of the barraile ſhould be proſperdus vnto 
him This was apprehended with a greatdeale of content by 
the King,but was finiſhed with hig vnfortunare end, himſelfe 
being ſlaine in that batraile, and his Army routed and over- 
throwne. By which we may fee, how much it concerneth 
Kings, if they will receiue good Counſaile,thar they diſſem- 
ble ( as much as they can) their particular good Rn 
Ry iking 
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liking in the buſineſſe propoſed. But that,which is heere of 
conſideration, ts the vertue, fidelitie, and truth of a 
:ounfailour,a minde without paſhon,difintereſſed, and pure. 
For it oftentimes hapneth, that be that craueth Counſuile, 
hath not his intention ſo ſound asis requiſite,nor his iudge. 
meat ſo ſtrong,as to reduce him intotheright way ,and being 
ſet in it, to follow the beſt. But tro grow to.a Concluſton,that 
cannat faile, which Truth irſclte, our Sauiour Chriſt ſaid in 
his Gaſpell; L4 good tree, cannot bring forth bad fruit - nor 
a bad tree good. And the badge or cognilance of good or bad 
Counſaile, thall doubrleſle be the goodneſle,or badnelle, the 
wiſedome, or ignorance of the Counſailour. And therefore 
I imporeunately preſſe,thatit mainly importeth a Prince, to 
bewarc,of whom he taketh Counſaile.Forby how much the 
more protitable is a wiſe & vpright Counſailaur,by ſo much 
the more prejudiciall is he,that is vniuſt,and vnſtreight And 
therefore the Holy Ghoſt ſaith, Conſilum ſemper a ſapiente 
perquire: CAIke Counſaule alwaies' of the wiſe. And.in ano- 
ther placez Pacrfict fint ribs multi,Confilariune ſit tibs nu de 
mille. Amongſt « 1099, Men ſcarce will there be found one,that 
6 fit U give Counſaile.For (ome want wiſedome, & prudence; 
otheriome;pureneſſe,and cleannedle of heart;zand a third fort, 
arc ſo oucrſwaicd with pathon,that they do not ſimply & ſin- 
cerely perſwade the truth. A cleare Example wherof we haue 
in King Rehoboams, the ſonne and ſucceflour of King Sa/o- 
»0», who though he ſucceeded his father info rich a King- 
dome,and ſo inured to peace,and obedienceto their King, yet 

notwithſtanding was in an inſtant vndone & vnterlyloſt b 
bad bor"Counſaile, and: Counſailours. For good Counſcl- 
lours,arethe life and ſoule of a Kingdome. And whenit is not 
vnderpropped with ſuch, like a body without a ſoule, jt pre- 
ſenily finkes & falls from it's fate wherin it Ro0d. And there- 
fore the holy King ſayd.0 cul mei ad fideles terra,ut fedexnt 
mecum. Ambulas im via immaculata, hic mihi miniſtrabit. 
Non habitabit in medio domus mee, qui facit ſuperbiam: qui 
loquitar 
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lequitur iniqua, non direxit in confectu oculorum murums: 
Min: eyes ſhall be vpon the faith full of the Land that they may 
dwell with me. Hee that walketh in 4 perfet# way, hee ſhall 
ſerne me. Hee that worketh deceit, ſhall not dwell in my aſe 
hee that telleth lyes, ſhall not tarry in my ſight. And in this 
particular, Kings ought to be very wary and circumſpe#. 
In the nexe Chapter we will treatc ofthe Care which they 
are to take in chooſing their Counſellours of Stare; for the 
errout in this one, is the fountaine of all errours,and the total 
Perdition of Kings and kingdomes. |

- oft» "And therefore to remedy fo great a malady, it ſhall be

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requiſite, that the Prince, who defireth to tread fure, to hit 


the marke he aymes at, and to pleaſe God in thoſe whom 
he ele&cth and calicth to his Counſel : rhar hee follow the 
Example of our Sauiour Chriſt, written for our inſtruttion 
by the Euange'iſts S. Mathew,and S. Leke,who recounting 
the Eletion of S.Peter and of S. 4ndrew, and other the 
Apoſtles, as his principall Minifters, there preceded a long 
and prolixe Oration, or prayer, full of fcruour, of zea'e, 
and of the Sprrit, and retyred himſelfe into the defarr, and 
there faſted 40. dayes, Ererat pernotans in Oratione Dei, 
And continued all night in prayer vnto God. Which ( as 
S. 4mbroſe,and other fathers haue well 4 o=1) Yoga did 
not doe, that hee had any neede of theſe Diſpolitions, and 
Preambles, far ro iurgpe right in that Eleftion z bur to tech 
kings, andall other Princes, that if th&Qg will hit rightin 
their EleRions, they are to vie the like Diligences. They are 
by good and pious workes to procure this fauour at Gods 
Ml pond to dire all their ations to this end. Nor would , 
hee, that this Ele&tion ſhould beleft wholly to the declara- 
rion of rhoſe Saints, for our Sauiour did. declare himſelfe 
more particular'y in the 10.0f S.Zuke;Where ſpeaking with 
the 70-Diſciples, which had nominated them, he ſayd vnto 
them; Meſſw quidem multa, operary autem panct ; rogate 
ergo D ominum Meſſu, vi mittat operarios in meſſem ſuam:

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'very feete. So that this was all cnamelled with Letters, as 


the: other was rounded with bookes. Thereby, giuing vs 
to vnderſtand that that'Man, which is truly che man he 
ought to be, and is to aduiſe and gouerne others, his head, 
hands, and feete, muſt be ſtucke full of Letters. He muſt 
be learned from the ſole of the foote, ro the Crowne ot: 
the head, full of Letters heemuſt bee; forin the diſcour. 
ſes of the Vnderſtanding, in the working of the hands, 
and in the moouing of the. feete, wee may calily gueſlc, 
whether a man be wiſe, or no ; Whether he hath ſtudied, 
or doth ſtudic ; For though a may be neuerſo wiſe, neucr 
ſo learned, hee ſtill forgetteth ſomewhat. Sothar, it is not 
cnovgh for him to haue ſtudyed, but ir is requilit, that he 
ſtill continue bis ſtudy, that hee may 3 4j di with that 
which he learneth, the loſle of that which hee forgetterh. 
As in a naturall body, that, by dayly cating and drinking 
is reſtored, which is by our naturall heate conſumed.

Plutarke in his 'Moralls, -reporecth of the T hebaxs, 
That in their Courts of Juſtice, they had the PiQures 
drawne of cerraine teverend olde men,'ſitting in their due 
order and in'the midſt the Preſident, all ofthem without 
hands, and their cycs fixed on heaucn. To. intimate” that 

| they 


ſhould alwaies ſtand in preſence 
ute to come that binge pings cleare en 
of their ingentions gyoycing to caſt them downe towards 
the ground, that the Vapour of humane reſpeRts which is 
rayſed from thence, may not cloude and darken the ſight of 
their vnderſtanding. They muſt be olde,and wiſe,becauſe 
_— to p.ipage with mature Counfaile, which accom. 
ſhoe age. And as it is ordred by their Lawes,they 
_ neither cyes,to ſee, nor hands, to receiue bribes.

Andby 
the way,lerthem take this leſſon a long with then, that ner 
onely in realiry of truth they conferue their credit withour 
ſpor,butlike wiſe'in apparance procure _ ſach good Ex- 
lesthat the world may not juſtly charge them,no not 
with ſo mach as a diſcompoſed looke, neither in the open 
ſtreere, nor Court of [uſtice; for euery bend from their brow, 
or eucry ſmile from their conntenance;is the Common peo- 
es 4/manerk,wher by they make conieure,whether it is 
eto be faire,or fowle weather;readingiin the face faudurto 
one,grigour to another.

By which is vn- 
derſtood the Intention, which is cafily wreſted, when in- 
rereſt puts to a helping hand, which is that Loade-ſtone, 
which drawes the yron after it, and cauſeth themto erre 
char ſuffer themſclues to be carryed away therewith. If x 
Indge be couetouſly giuen, be will ſoone varie his opinion, 
and make no ſcruple to condemne the poore, who hath 
nothing to giue him, and abſoluc the rich, who giues him 
all that hee hath. For mony is an able Adware, and 
pleads hard. And Iuſtice(fayth 7dore ) is ſtrangled with 
gold.” The times are ill, when that which cannot: be ob- 
rained by Tuſtice, muſt be procured by Money. Fine hun- 
dred yeares and more was Greece gouerned by Lycurgme 
his Lawes, to the great happineſic of the Naturalls of 
Countricand admiration - without the breach 
of any one Lawy' by meancs whereof, that Common- 
welch was ſuſtained with admirable peace, and Iuſtice,

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becauſe'priuate intereſt had 'no power with the Iudges of 


the Land. But when money came to beare ſway,and that 
men tooke pleaſure therein, and made it their bappineſſe, 
the Common-wealth was made vnhappy, and the Lawes, 
and Iuftice, were trodden vnder foore.

And I doe not ſee, how hee can liue,who receiving 
fo much, ſo often, and of ſo many, ſees himfelte ſo laden, 
and {ſo inuironed and beſet with obligations, whictare (o 
oppolite and contrary oneto another. [ ſay (contrary) bee 
cauſe the Pretenders are ſo amongſt themſclues, _—_ 
ring to one and the ſame thing, wherein it is impoſhbic 
hee ſhould content all of them, every one offereth accor. 
ding to his Talent, and the deſire hee hath to obtaine 
his ſuite. And many times,though they giueneuer ſo much, 
they remaine fruſtrated of their pretenſion, and become e- 
nemics to that Miniſter, murmuring and complayning of 
him,(and that with a great deale of reaſon) all the dayes 
of their life.

And for the better informing himlelfe of the cruth of theſe 
buſineſſes; hee made choice of forme vertuous and intelli- 
gent perſons, whom hee ſent ſecretly as Spyes into ſuc» 
rall parts of the Kingdome ( which all wiſe Kings ought 
to doe) giuing them ; arm Intertainment for the defraying 
of their charges, to , that echey might truly informe 
him of all whatſocuer paſſed, as how his Miniſters beha. 
ued themſclues in their goucrnment, how in their Offices? 
Saying ; That if they did abuſe them, it was not cnough to 
remoue them \onely, and put other in their places z bur for 
cxaraple.ſake, ſeuerely likewiſe to puniſh them, He gaue all 
his Officers good honeſt maintenance, and ſufficient allow- 
ance, and would by no meancs permit, that any Magiſtra- 
cie, or publicke Office, ſhould bec bought andiolde. Far he 
that buyes of me ( ſayd hee) mnſtof neceſhric fell to ano- 


ther, for co-quit his: Coſt, as alſo to make his beſt profic 


and benefitrhereof. Such as theſe, buy cheape in the groſle, 
and ſell deare by retaile. And ſoit is, thathee that buyes a 
tree for money,can hardly afford the fruite for nothing. 

The Emperour 7 beodofius made heereupon a Law worthy 
fo noble a Prince and deſcruing heere to bee-ſer downe, as 
a Parterne for Kings. Vee will ( fayth hee) and ordaine, 
thar thoſe /be appointed Gouernours of our Prouinces,who 
{hall-bee found worthy thoſe places, charging and com- 
manding, that they be-noe-conſerred cicher for ambition, 
or 'bribes,or or for xy cpoice, ara egos 
| r 
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for them,but meerely for that they are men of an honorable 
and vertuous diſpoſition, and of a good and approued life, 
And theſe, whom you ( my Preſident yſhall chro, or we 
our ſelues vpon your report, wee will, that they who are 
admitted to theſe Offices, ſhallſolemnely ſweare,and firme- 
ly promiſe, that for the ſaid preferments, or places of charge 
and gouernment, they haue nencr giuen, nor promiſedany 
thing for them, neither ſhall giue beveafurckie y,or 
vader hand, cither direaly,or indire&ly;Neither ſhall they 
2ake, or receiue any thing,but ſhall reſt contented with their 
Salaries, and Penſions, Nor ſhall pocket any bribe in pub- 
like, or priuate, not onely during their Office, but neither 
before nor after, &c. Thele are the very words of the 
Law itſelfe. | Fel 
Diuerſe other ancient,and Moderne Lawes, and decrees 
have beene made, generally prohibiting all kind of gifts and 
bribes, vpon paine'of diuers ' very greiuous puni ts, 
ro be inflicted thoſe, that eicher cake,or giue bribes. 
As payin double what was promiſed,or giuen ; depriua- 
rion ce; The treble value of whatwas giuen , Then 
( vpon the increaſing of the abuſe) a quadruple value. 
And after that, Confiſcation of goods, banilhment; and 
open infamie. 1»/tinian, added heereunto the puniſhment 
of Whipping. Andthe Emperour Yalens, and Yalenti- 
nianw, farther increaſed the fame, commanding,they ſhould 
be burned. And the now Emperours of 74pan, did latcly 
execute the fayd Law vpon one of his Fauouritcs Secre- 
raries for taking of a bribe; and him thatbribed him, (who 
was Gouerner of a Kingdome') he cauſed ro be: beheaded.

Feare is not of forcc,to 
detaine the Couetous ;For Couetouſaeſle, is a huge great 
riucr which-if-it once begin to make it's Current, bee it 
which way it will, there is no withholding of it. If you 
ſtop it's courſe ane way, it breakes out another way. Soit 
did with that naughty Prophet, who haſtcd with great 
furie to curſe Gods people, that he might finger his pro- 
miſed gold. And _ an Angell ſtood before him,and 
Ropp't his way, hee tooke another way, and brake through 
thicke and thin ( as they ſay ) that heemight not looſe his 
reward;{ofarre ( ſaith 1oſephws ) did the promiſes and gifts 
of the Moabites preuaile with him, that bee choſe rather for 
his priuate intereſt, to pleaſe a King of the earth, then him 
of Hcauen. The Kings of Spaine haue likewiſe made ſome 
Lawes with very {harpe and rigorous puniſhments, but all 
- not worth a pinne, becauſe they are. not executed. So that 
this bad cuſtoe alone, is of moreforce, then all the lawes. 
Theſe are written with inke,on paper ; Thoſe, with letters of 
gold on the heart. The Lawes threaten with roughneſſe and 
rigour; Money perſwades with ſoftneſſc and gentlcneſſe, and 
carryes mens mindes after it without contradition. The 
Lawes,hane few to defend them,& to put them in execution. 
Bur this cuillcuſtome, is of more force then the Law, & hath 
ſtronger Abettors. In-a; word,terrible arethe forces and skir- 
mithes of this foule aſſaulting vice,become now as it were na- 
turall vnto vs,and more vſcd in theſe, then any othcr Times 
whatſocucr. Demoſthenes ask't the Arhenians(& thoſe which 
are, may aske of thoſe that haue bin) what were in thoſerimes 
»>which arc:novin theſe? And himſelfe makes the anſwer, 
'Thatone thing wasnow wanting vnto them; whereby thole 
main- 
tained 
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ned theirliberrie. Which was ; The perperuall hatred which 


they bore vnto thoſe, who ſuffered themſelues to be corrup- 


ted with mony. In ſtead whereof, it is now come to that 
paſſe, rhat to recriue a bribe,is onely a nine dayes wonder z 
if the ſame be confeſt, iris made a matter of laughter; if pro- 
ued, he that reccines, receines a pardon forie; and he that 


informes, ſent away with a flea in his care, and in ſtead of 


areward, reccivesa round checke for his labour, & growes 
4 bated man, and troubleſome member in 'a Common- 
wealth. But vnfortunare is that Commor-wealth, where 
Corruption liues vncontrolled. * And becauſe this Vice goes 
daily taking deepe roote, and grows ſtill ſtronger and ſtron- 
ger,intzienting new impudencies,new (lightes and ſubrilcies, 
itis necdefull chat Kings ſhould hunt Counter, and finde 
out ſome new Tricke,totake theſe olde ones in the Trap.

And 
he, who heerein docs more then he can, will likewiſe do 
more then he ought.

Giuer. And we affirme, That all (for the moſt part ) 
thar is - giuen, is reſpeQiue, and is in that Predicament, 
which the Logicians tearme, 4d «liquid. Whereby he 
that receiueth a courtchie, is bound to returne a courreſie. 
And thoſe which giue,hope to recciuc from ſuch Miniſters, 
that which they cannot iuſtly giue them.

That is a gift, which 
goes diſ-roabed of all reſpe&ts whichis neither a friend nor 
kindſman, nor kindſwoman of the party that giues it, and 
hath no obligation, no Intereſt, no neccflitie, bur is all 
pure loue,, and is freely. giuen of grace, onely rodo him 
good, that recciues it, The reſt is Vſurie, Loanc,bribery,and 
hope of gaine. Andif they will ſee that this is true, ler

well to themſelues, that receive gifts, for they run a great 
deale of hazard; let them rake heede, leaſt ſome Norme 
ariſe that may drowne their thip,cucn then ( as often hath 
beene ſcene) when ſhe is deepeſtand richeſt laden. And 
let them nor truſt to their taking in ſecrec, nor of ſuch, 
and ſucha perſon ; for the Diuine Sunne of Iuſtice, whom 
they offend, will diſcoucr and bring all to light. And 
though no body ſhould fee or know it, it is enough thar 
God, and his own Conſcience knowes it, which are two 
ſure Witneſſes, belides many other, which time will pro- 
duce. 

They likewiſe alleage, That they haue leaue and licence 
of their Kings to receive gifts. Whereunto, firſt of all I 
anſwer ; thatir is not to be belceued, that 'Chriſtian 
Kings, will grant ſuch Licences as theſe, which are ſo pre- 
iudic:all, pernicious,. ſcandalous, and fo comrary to the 
Common good, and good government of their King- 
domes. Secondly 1 fay ; ( ſpeaking with that reverence 
and reſpe&t, which is due vnto the authoritic of Kings ) 
that it cannot be qrirmge on good Diuinitie, rhat they 
may giue any ſuch Jeaue or licence vnto their Miniſters. 
Againe, they vrge, that ſometimes, in ſome particular caſe, 
gifts haue beene giuen to ſome great Prinado,or fauourite 
of the King-- Ir may beſo z But ſure I am, that to no 
Counſdllour of luſtice, can it. eucr iuſtly be, or may be 
done. But becauſe this' will fall within the compalſe of

Among the Lawes 
of Moſes, Toſephus relateth one, wherein he willethTudges 
that they ſhould aboue all things preferre Juſtice z and 
that without reſpe& to any mans perſon, or dignitic,they 
ſhould equally iudge all , For they hauing ( as they haue ) 
heerc vpon earth, the power of God, they ought not to 
feare any other but him. He thar preuaricates Juſtice in 
relation to. great perſons, makes them greater and more 
pong then God; who giues vs this ſhort but ſtoute 
on ; Feare not him, that can kill the body, and take a- 

way thy life, but feare thou him, that can kill the ſaule, 
and deprive thee of lifeenerlaſting. Andin another place, 
be ſaith, Thow ſhalt not forſake the poore, for feare of the 
rich, nor indge vninſily, nor dee the thing that & unequal, 
for feare i the 'powerfull, but keepe iaflice in it's true 
we/gbt and meaſure ; without any humane reſpett, or eine 


feare. King leboſaphat aduiſeth the Iudges of 1jael, that 
| in 
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in their indgements, they feare none but God alone, and 


all the Law-giuers, as Zycoreas Solon, Numa, and a num- 
ber of others, together with the chiefeſt of all, Hoſes, who 

uerned Common. wealths,and made Lawes,founded them 
with Religion, and the feare of God. Theſe are the firſt 
and laſt Letters of the Lawes of Chriſtian government, 


wherewith that wiſe King did ſumme vp the booke of 


thoſe, which hee made forthe gouernment of Men. Deam

God, and keepe bis Commandements : for this is the whole 
dutieof man. With this be receiucth the ſtabilitic and per- 
manencie of man.

But 
as aman,that hath no vſe of reaſon, breakes all lawes, Facile 
deniat a juſtitia, qui in caufis now Deum, ſed homines for- 
midat - He cally ſwarues from Tuſtice, which in cauſes, 
feareth not God, but Man. I will heere conclude with that

le&ed by that common fame, and good reporr, that goes 
of them. And heere by the way ler metell you, that ir is

mended, without ſome difſonancic , 
and iarring. And he citeth'the example of a well tuned 
Viall, wherein it is not poſſible toflraine a ſtring, but the 
conſonancie in all the reſt is quite marred. This was that 
which the Wiſeman ſaid', That with weight, number,and 
meaſure, God had created, and ordered all | his/ Creatures. 
So that the'parts of the'V niuerſe, hauc amongſt themſeines 
that proportion, that-in'eucry one, and all ioyntly, there 
are found theſe three Circumſtances, weight, number and 
meaſure.  But/that,which isſpoken in the booke of Wiſe- 
dome,touching.the gouernment- of all this huge Machina, 
is of greater conſideration. For God touching ( as being 
infinixely powerfull) the extremes and cnds of all things 
in the diſpoſing of them, he doth it with a great deale of 
ſweetneſſe. . He did ſet an inviolable Law; a ſettled and 
determinate Scate ( as being the Author of Nature )to na- 
ture itſelfe ;,to the end, that cuery thing conſerning it 
' ſelfe with in it's owne proper bounds and limits, it ſhould 
not be confounded with the reſt. And.from hence grew a 
moſt {wecte and plcaling harmonic of all this greatframe 
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of the World, fo well. tuned, and fo well ordred, that it 
alone voyceth 'and/ Proclaymeth rhe wiſedome; and om- 
nipotencie of the Creator. Whara: goodly thing is it; to 
ſee the' continuall Morion cf the Ceicitrall bodies. The 
perperuall influence,tixedneffe,& reſplendour of the Plancrs 
and. of other ſtarres > The fire, in it's ſphere? The Ayre, 
the Warer, and the!Earthyit their moſt firme- and ſtable 
Manſions? And. only by'rvertuerot that firſt Law which 
God lextled/in his-firſt' Creation ? - Our of this Comps

Likewiſe,thcre 
ſhould be much more care hatin the prouifion of thoſe 
places of other Audiencies,”'and ' inferiour Courtes of 
Chancerie, to the'end that in them mightbe bred vp ſuch 
ſubic&s, in qualirie, learning, and: verrue; that our ofthem, 
 Eletion mighe' be made of fir men forgreater Counſel!s. 
' "And that' the Preſidents ſhould 'be choſen out of the 
' faid Counicells'in which they were bred vp, it is verycon- 
uvenient, and Þrounded vpon good - reaſon, For, wot 
| c 
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beene conuerſant in them ſome yeeres, by the concourſe 
of 1o many things,as dayly offer themſelues,thereby will be 
berrer knowen, their talent, and capacicie, their truth, their 
ereating, their integririe, and all the worth and parts of 
their perſon, whereby the clefion that ſhall be made, will 
be much the berter,more certaine in the things vnderta- 
ken, and more ſafe and ſecure in matter of conſcience.

perienced and wiſer ſort, ( which cuermore are the fewer) 
haue not power equall to their ſuffciencie, to turne the 
courſe of the ſtreame. And for this reaſon, ſo many dif. 
ficultics offer themſclues, ſo many differences are raiſed a» 
mongſ them, and ſo many reſolutions dcelayd and put off, 
(and peraducnture crre in the endtoo,). which would bauc 
required a quicke and ſpeedy Diſpatch. Put when a Preſi-

This theirloue doth vphold Kings, 
and gets them the gpinion of good and vertuous Princes. 
This "all wrongs, *or makes the offenders pay 
foundly for them, againſt whom none dare feeme ro be fin- 
gular. Laſtly, for rhat the common people ; hauing onely rc- 
fpe& corheir particular profir & their own priuare Intereſt, 
cannot" defire nor pretend chat, which your grearer Peeres, 
and principall men of the State do, who alwayes(out of their 
ambition) aſpireto more, and ſtand bearing their braines, 
how they may compaſſe that, which their imagination tells 
them they want, And by ſo much rhe more doth this their 
Ambition increaſe, in how much the greater place they are, 
and in a neere poſſbilitie of that which rhey deſire.

ablenefſe of him that ruleth era" Now, that Kit 

may procure this popular love, it is fir ſhould make 
choyle of ſuch Miniſters, as ate well beloued of the people, 
that will heare them with patience ; comfort, and he: 


them vp, that / the willing the bur- 
bles of the Kingdome, whichinthecnd muſt light all vpon 
eres nr CART COUNTIES the 
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truth of it, That the Miniſters and ſeruants ofa Prince, make 
him cicher beloued, or hated; And all their deteRts or Ver. 
rucs curne to his hurt, or profit,,, And let not Kings make 
ſlight reckoning thereof, nor let them colour it over with 
Reaſons of Srate ; For he, that once begins.to be hated our 
of an ill conceiued opinion, they charge him withall that is 
cither well, or ill done. For, there is nothing, bc it never ſo 
good, which being ill interpreted, may not change it's firſt 
ualitie in the eyes of men, who iudge things by apparences: 
Which is another principall cauſe, why Princes ought to 
procure the loueot the people, For,in conclulion,moſt cer- 
edine it is, that the Common people, is not onely the ludge 
of Kings,bur is their Artourny, alſo whoſe cenſure none of 
them can eſcape ; And is that Miniſter, which God makes 
choyle of for to puniſh them in their name and fame,which 
is che greateſt of all Temporall puniſhments, Suting with 
that which we ſayd heeretofore of the voyce ofthe people, 
that itis the voyce of God.For his diuine Maicſtic Ay this 
as a meancsto torment thoſe, who haue no other ſuperiour 
vpon carth. And therctore it bchoucth them to prevent this 
miſchicte,and to winne vnto them the peoples afſeRion by 
as many waycsas poſhbly rhey<an deuile, as by their owne 
proper perſoa with ſome, with other ſome, by their ſauou- 
rites and familiar friends ; and with all by their Miniſters. 
For, there pu not ſuch a T «nor Cy berg 
eloquence, for to prayle, or difpray Attions ofa King, 
cithes to ſalue, mpg N ors them,as is the peoples loue, or 
hatred. A great cauſe likewiſe of procuring this loue, and to 
winnethe hearts of the people,& ro giuethem all good con- 
tent, will be, if Kings weuld be but pleaſed, whoare Lords of 
many Ki Prouinces,to haue neere about them:

One day, ſome about the perſon of L2lexonder 
the Great, ſhewed him a marucllous faire Pomegranate;which 
being cut in two, diſcoucred a great company of kernels: and 
one ofthem asking him,of what he would wiſh to haue ſuch 
ſtore, as ofthoſe Pomegranate kernels which appeared vnto 
him? He anſwered, rhat he would wiſh that hee might haue 
ſo many Z-piri ; This Zopirme being a Fauourite of his, and 
one that was very faithfull vnto him, and of great abilities, 
For, itis not contrary to royall greatneſle, to have many, bur 
very neceſſary for the better diſpatch of buſineſſes. For if 
they (ſhould paſſe onely _ the hands of the Prince, 
their difpatch would bce very flow, and ſubic& likewiſe to 
manyerrours, whereinto they would ordinarily runne , for 
want of their care and afhiſtance. Dari, King of Perſia,tooke 


- three Fauourites vnto him; ro whom the reſt of the Princes 
' rendered an account of all the affaires of the kingdome. And 


from the bebo ofthe warld, ever: to this preſent time, 
Kings haue had, ſome more, and others lefſe. For this muſt 
be regulated and ordered according tothe greatneſle of the 
kingdomes. For by how much the more they are in number 
and greatneſſe, ſo much the more increaſe haue thoſe weigh-
